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The Division of Frogram Research has followed 
the developnent of independent health prepayment 
plans since tht early 1940' s as part of its continuing 
function of identifyii^ and interpreting trends in 
health insurai»:e generally.

Introduction 


This is a listing of the names and addresses ^ together with code 
identification of type of sponsorship and group practice status, of 
so-called ^^independent" health insurance plans. By this term is meant 
organizations 5 which are not Blue Gross or Blue Shield plans ox insurance 
companies, and which directly provide or pay for health services on a 
group prepayment, risk-spreading basis. The list includes all plans of 
the sort known to the Division to exist as of June 1962. 

These "independent" plans fall into two main groups. Somewhat less 
than one-fifth of all these plans are prepa 3 niient or health insurance plans 
which, with some minor qualifications, serve the general population of the 
area. A few plans excepted, these organizations make enrolln^nt available 
to all individuals or groups, meeting their enrollment requirements, in the 
area served. The basic purpose of these organizations is the offering of 
a health prepayment or insurance service to the public. 

The remaining four-fifths of the plans are of a different nature. Ihey 
consist of organizations of employed persons which have developed their own 
arrangen^nts for providing or paying for medical care required by n^ai^ers of 
the group and usually their dependents. Most of these plans are operated 
by jointly (employer-union) managed welfare funds; others are operated 
by industrial concerns for their employees, by employee beneficial associa- 
»tions or by unions without employer participation. 

In the parlance of the insurance industry, these groups have elected to 
self-insure for some or all of their health services. Some have set up thei 
own facilities (hospitals and/or health centers) to serve meiAers of the 
group; others simply pay hospitals and physicians for services rendered.

mates of total income and benefit expenditures of all nealth insurance 
carriers in the United States and proportion of private medical care 
expenditures met by insurance. 


Development of List 

The list was developed from several sources: 

(1) ^ list of plans which had responded to earlier surveys 
made by this Division. 

(2) Names of qualifying plans noted in health insurance 
literature and in newspaper and magazine articles. 

(3) Names of concerns, employee associations, unions, and 
welfare funds which self-insure for the provision of 
health benefits, obtained from the Division of Welfare 
and Pension Reports, U.S. Department of Labor. 

(4) Other sources including the Association of Railroad 
Medical Service Executives; Council on liedical Service, 
American bfedical Association; Division of Community 
Health Services and the Division of Dental Public 
Health and Resources, Public Health Service; Farmers' 
Cooperative Service, U.S. Department of Agriculture; 
and the National Association of Clinic Managers. 

A questionnaire was sent in the spring of 1962 to all organizations 
whose names were thus obtained. About 63 percent of the plans responded.

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Classification of Plans 

The ’’independent" health insurance plans listed here have been 
classified on the basis of sponsorship and whether or not they provide 
service through group practice. 

Sponsorship 

A n iimh pr appearing in parenthesis after the name of each plan desig- 
nates the type of sponsorship as follows; 

(1) ComtBunity 

(2) Employer-employee -union 

(3) Ifedical society other than Blue Shield

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Sumaary Information Concerning Plans Listed 
Biis list contains the names of 825 plans. Of these, 76 are community 
sfKsnsored, 682 are employer-employee -union, 24 are nodical society other 
than Blue Shield, 7 are dental society, and 36 are prepayront plans 
sponsored by private group clinics. Based on available information, 
about a fifth of the total plans provide services through group practice.
